Shall New York Banks Resume 
Currency Payments ? 


New York, October 16.—One of the most 
extensive grain dealers in the country said 
to day that exporters were taking every 
bushel! of grain they could obtain. His 
house alone 1s receiving one hundred thou- 
eand bushels of wheat each day, which is 
immediately sent abroad. He thinks the 
Produce Exchange is virtually outside of 
Wall Street influences, and that any difficul- 
ties in the money merket, occasioned by stock 
speculations, wil! not matelislly effect deal- 
ersin produce. The people of Europe want 
pread, and they will get it if they are com- 

lied to send gold here for it. He con- 
cluded by saying that the prospect fora con- 
tinued brisk trade was very good. 

The Post says the day has been one of un- 
healthy buoyancy at the Stock Exchange, 
and considers the development of speculation 
at present as unfortunate. Some prominent 
brokers believe the present strepgth is only a 
prelude to another break. 

QUESTION OF RESUMPTION OF GREENBACK 
PAYMENTS. 

The Expre:s siys: “The question of the 
banks resuming greenback pay ments is being 
actively discussed in financial circles, espe- 
cially as it has important bearing on the 
general situation. While New York banks 
are in a state of suspension, the people in the 
interior bave good excuse for not 
paying their debts to all the cities, 
consequently payments are much 
slower than they would otherwise be. 

In different parts of the country National 
banks are gradually resuming payment, and 
this business would make greater headway 
if the banks of New Yorkand Philadelphia 
should resume. The Philadelphia banks 
have about 3,000,000 collars of their re- 
serve in the city, and they cannot resume 
till our banks do. It does not follow that 
this money would be withdrawn from New 
York in case of a resumption here, but on 
the contrary it would probably remain, as 
Philadelphia banks would not draw it as 
soon as it became apparent that they could 
getit. A resumption by New York banks is 
ap important step in the restoration of confi- 
dence, and this can only be accomplished by 
giving up the presentsystem of pooling green- 
backs, which has always beenan injustice 
to the strong banks, able to take care of 
themselves. ‘These banks have carried safely 
through the recent panic about a dozen weak 
banks, and it is but natural that they should | 
desire w resumption. These weak banks 
would no doubt be called on to liquidate, 
in consequence of a withdrawal of depos- 
its and cancellation of accounts, and 
possibly some might have to be wound 
up; but our banking system would be 
placed on a stronger basis, and the moral 
effect of resumption here would be felt 
throughout the country. The debts of our 
city banks range from $140,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000, and greenbacks reported on hand are 
from $5,500,000 to $6,000,000; thus it will 
be seen that the per centage of greenbacks to 

ts is only about four per cent., and 
op the city bank circulation of $2,800,- 
000, the per centage of greenbacks to total 
liabilities is less than the per cent ge to de- 
posits. This is certainly not a briliiant ex- 
hibit, and the only way to improve it is to 
discuss the question and suggest relief. The 
managers of sound and conservative banks 
are daily refusing deposits of greenbacksg, 
for the reason that the same, or a large per 
cent. will be taken from them immediately 
7 the Clearing-house system of scaling. 
here bank officers do accept deposits 
of greenbicks they generally ex- 
change the same for National currency, if 
possible; at the sub-Treasury, and by this 
means they are enabled to keepa class of cur- 
rency on hand that Clearing houses can’t 
take from them. We trust bank presidents 
will take early means to restore currency 
payments, and thereby prevent New York 
from being behind all her sistez cities in this 
important matter of resumption.

The receipts for this week are larger than 
ever before in this city, being 2,320 bales. 
The amount being more than was received at 
Nashville, Montgomery or Columbus. Our 
estimate of rectipts, for the two wecks past, 
was 120,000 bales, whilst the actual receipts 
are 125,000. Our estimate is 80,000 for next 
week. If there was no impediment to full 
receipts they would be 125,000. But now, 
joined to all the other reasons which 
we gave last week, comes a sudden fall 
in the price of about two cents a pound. 
This will affect the receipts materially during 
the next two weeks, 

In estimating receipts it should always be 
borne in mind that it takes an average of ten 
days, from the time the cotton leaves the plan- 
tations, until it is received at the outports. So, 
if this sudden fall in price does affect the 
receipts, it will not begin to show until the 
last of next wee. At this point the receipts 
have dropped off very suddenly in the last 
two weeks. 

PRICE, 

Some persons have taken offense because 
we have generally told them the truth about 
the prospective price of cotton, saying we 
were influenced by base motives and were 
joined with speculators against the interest of 
the farmers. Butlet us review the situation. 
At the time we wrote “No. 1” the price was 
17 cents: and we wrote “sell your cotton 
now, whileit is high.” No.2 the price was 1@} 
cents: and we wrote “sell your cotton as fast 
as possible.” No, 3 the price was 16 cents, and 
we wrote “sell your cotton as long as you 
can get 15 cents a pound.” No. 4, it was 15 
cents, and we wrote, “sell you cotton when 
you can find money to pay for it.” No.5, it 
was 15 cents, and we wrote: “Sell your cot- 
ton as fast as you can.” No. 6,it was 15 
cents, and we wrote: “Sell as fast as you ge 
it ready for market.” Now, it is 13} cents 
and farmers are more pressing to sell at 13} 
cents than we have ever known them to be. 
How has our advice been thus far? Has it 
not saved the farmers, those who followed 
our advice. thousands of dollars. One 
hundredjand sixty thousand dollars has been 
paid out in this city for cotton this week. 
And the loss to the farmers, between what 
they received and what they would have 
sold for, had they sold when we were urging 
them to do e0, is fully $20,000. This is a 
clear loss to the farmers between sales this 
week and if they had sold two weeks ago. 
So we hope to hear no more about our being 
in the interest of speculators.

We havea large ex- 
cess of what is bound to bring money—of what will 
always command it. If much of it goes to pay debts, 
good is done, for itis the engagements of our mer- 
chants that is embarrassing the country. That the
